(1) Leqgislative intent. Wereas the goal of a police

investigation is to apprehend the mnor or nmnors responsible

for conmtting a crine or crines, and whereas studies have

shown that the sequential nethod for photo and live |ineups

increases the accuracy of positive identifications, the

sequential nethod for lineup procedures shall be wutilized

whenever possi bl e.

(2) Lineup procedures.

(a) For any offense alleged to have been committed

on or after July 1, 2003, the lineup identification

procedure shall be presented in the sequential nethod, in

which a wtness is shown lineup participants one at a

tine. The witness shall be requested to state whether the

i ndi vidual shown is the m nor accused of a violation of

law, prior to viewng the next |lineup participant. Only

one nenber of the |lineup shall be a suspect, and the

remai nder shall be "fillers" who are not suspects, but

fit the general description of the suspect.

(b) Wienever possible, the |lineup adninistrator

shall be soneone who is not aware of which menber of the

lineup is the suspect in the case. Prior to presenting

the lineup using the sequential met hod, the [|ineup

adm ni strator shall:

(i) informthe witness that the accused ninor
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may or nay not be anpbng those shown, and the wi tness

should not feel conpelled to make an identification;

and

(ii) inform the wtness that he or she wll

viewindividuals one at a tine and will be requested

to state whether the individual shown is the m nor

accused of a violation of law, prior to viewing the

next |ineup participant.

(c) During the lineup, the |lineup adninistrator

shall ask the wtness to state in his or her own words

how sure he or she is that the person identified is the

actual suspect, and nake the witness's words part of the

recor d.

(d) This Section applies to any live lineups that

are conposed and presented at a police station, and to

all photo |lineups reqgardl ess of where presented.

The witness shall be

requested to state whether the individual shown is the

perpetrator of the crime, prior to viewing the next |ineup

participant. Only one nmenber of the lineup shall be a

suspect, and the remmninder shall be "fillers" who are not

suspects, but fit the general description of the suspect.

(b) Wienever possible, the lineup adm nistrator shall be

soneone who is not aware of which nenber of the lineup is the

suspect in the case. Prior to presenting the |lineup using the

sequential nethod, the |lineup adm nistrator shall:

(1) informthe witness that the perpetrator nay or

may not be anpng those shown, and the wi tness shoul d not

feel conpelled to nake an identification; and

(2) Informthe witness that he or she wll view

individuals one at atine and will be requested to state

whet her the individual shown is the perpetrator of the

crime, prior to viewng the next |ineup participant.

(c) During the lineup, the lineup adm ni strator shal

ask the witness to state in his or her own words how sure he

or she is that the person identified is the actual suspect,

and nake the witness's words part of the record.
